THE CAUSE OF THE FEVER AT MEM­ 
PHIS, 
A few weeks ago Dr. J. P. Dake, a 
prominent physician of Nashville, Tenn­ 
essee, visited Janesville, and while here 
expressed to the editor of the Gazette that 
there would be no epidemic of yellow 
fever in the bouihweet during the present 
year, and gave his reasons why he enter­ 
tained that opinion. 
Dr. Dake is counted 
one of the melt experienced and able 
physicians in Nashville, and during a long 
practice 
has 
written 
much 
on 
yellow 
fever, 
a 
subject 
which 
he has thoroughly studied aud upon which 
he is regarded good authority. He has 
recently written an article for the Nash­ 
ville Daily American m which he tells how 
the fever came at Memphis this year aod 
what should be done about it in a public 
way. 
He says that his opinion that the 
fever would not be epidemic was based 
upon the history ot the epidemics of the 
disease in the Mississippi valley ; and fur­ 
ther that he counted upon a thorough 
cleaning ap of the haunts of the discase—a 
destruction 
of 
the 
clothing, 
bed­ 
ding, 
carpets, 
and 
other 
things infected by contact with the victims 
of the fever, and a proper disinfection ot 
houses, yards, closets, and other places, 
which could sff ord a repository for the 
preservation and a field for the propaga­ 
tion of the seeds of the disease. 
The fatal mistake the Board of Health 
and the citizens of Memphis made was in 
neglecting to take the necessary sanitary 
precautions to prevent the reappearance 
ot the disease. To a very large extent they 
are responsible for the calamity which has 
befallen 
that 
unfortunate 
city. 
Dr. 
Dake 
says 
that 
while 
the streets 
were cleaned, there was no 
thorongn Inspection and inquiry necessary 
to reach the clothing, bedding and other 
personal domestic articles which were filled 
with yellow fever germs, and hence the re­ 
occurrence of the fever. 
For this reason 
the citizens cf Memphis do not receive as 
much practical sympathy as they did last 
year when the disease was imported from 
New Orleans. A9 a matter of course, he 
says “it was reasonable to suppose that the 


severe lessons of 1878 would lead to the 
destructiou of the nests of the disease ; but 
the sudden and unprecedented revival 
of business occupying the time and taxing 
the energies of the citizens from the day 
the disease ceased to be epidemic on 
through the winter and spring, aad the 
financial embarrassments and change of 
form in the city government, prevented 
that thorough search and crusade in the 
haunts ot the fever, which the gaiety of 
the people and of the surrounding country 
sternly demanded.” 
Again he condemns the Board of Health 
for the course pursued by them upon the 
appearance of the disease. When less than 
halt a dozen cases were reported to the 
Board at first, they became as demoralized 
a; the citizens, and J advised the people to 
close up their business and flee from the 
city, which they did in a manner that was 
nothing 
less 
than 
a stampede and 
a 
panic. 
This 
made 
matters 
worse than before, for it not only created 
a panic, paralyzing the people by tear, and 
suspending business, but it did something 
worse—the fleeing people carried the dis­ 
ease in their clothing and bedding and 
trunks, “a source of danger not only to 
themselves, but likewise to the families 
and communities into which they might 


go- 
Dr. Dake still thinks that though the 
fever is epidemic, it will not prove so gen­ 
eral nor fatal as last year. He clings 
pretty 
closely 
to 
-.the 
theory 
the fever, will not be epidemic two or 
more years in succession, when the proper 
means are takenjto prevent a reoccurrence 


of the disease. 
He says “ It will b e th s 
duty of the National Board of H ealth 
and of our State Board of Health daring 
the Gaming winter, to aid the municipe'. 
authorities in Memphis lo the thorough 
destruction of whatever property | nay be 
necessary, and in other requesite measures 
for protection, not only o f that city, but of 
the whole country, from a repetition of the 
evils of this year.”

A BOSTON BLAZE.

B oston, Mass., Aug. 14 —Fire broke out 
to-night ia the rear portion of the roof ut 
Tremont Temple, adj lining the rear of the 
Parker house. The flames got pretty good 
headway before the arrival ot the fire de­ 
partment, and before the engines got fairly 
at work the rool4 was destroyed 
a n d a 
portion of the wails on the side and rear 
had fallen in,almost completely destroying 
the 
banding. 
The 
fine 
organ, 
near 
which 
the 
fire 
broke 
oat, is ruined, and the building very thor­ 
oughly gutted. The blazs soon assumed 
the proportions of an extensive conflagra­ 
tion, and the proximity to the Parker 
House 
caused great alarm among the 
guests, nearly all ot whom had retired, but 
made rapidly ready for speedy ex hit 
Be­ 
yond the slight eorchm g of the walls m 
the rear portion of tne hotel, no material 
damage, noweyer, 
was done. 
The loss 
on the temple, owned by 
the 
American 
Bible Society, is estimated at from $100,- 
000 to $120,000. Sjveial firemen were 
injured by falling wails, but none it is 
thought dangerously hurt. 
Tremont Temple was occupied by nu­ 
merous 
Baptist Associations, the most 
important being the Baptist Book Concern. 
Ii was also used for the meeting of the 
national temperance organizations, and 
various organiziUons of a similar charac­ 
ter. 
There was great excitement during 
the fire.

LABORING MEN. 


MEMPHIS. 


It takes the sun’s light about eight min­ 
utes and a quarter to reach the earth, and 
we do not see the sun until about eight 
minutes after it has risen, while we see it 
apparently above the horizen for the same 
time atter snnset. If we imagine ourselves 
transported to Neptune, the most distant 
planet of the system, we shall find that it 
takes light tour hours and ten minutes to 
traverse the space intervening between the 
sun and the planet. Therefore this long 
period must elapse between tbs real and 
apparent sunrise on this far away member 
of the family. As the sun on the bound­ 
ary of his domain coly gives out a thou­ 
sandth part of the heat and light we enjoy 
it is not probable that the rush of emi­ 
grants, to Neptune will be very great, at 
least of beings constituted like tnose living 
on this planet. 
Bat it gives aa idea of the 
amazing extent of the solar system, when 
it is known that it takes light, moving 
with a velocity of oyer 185,003 miles per 
second, more than four boars to reach Its 
extreme yerge. This, too, is bat half the 
breadth of planetary space as known at 
present, aod light would require over eight 
hours to reach the orbit of Neptune.

Bartlett evidently thinks herself superior 
to the State Board of Health. 
A D Langstaff, President of the Howard 
Association, leaves to-night for Cano, 111., 
as a delegate of the Safety Committee, to 
urge upon toe National Board of Health, 
at its meeting, which is understood will be 
held in that city on Saturday, the adoption 
of the plans submitted by Dr 
Jerome 
Cochrane, and indorsed by the Hon John 
Johnson, for the farther depopulation of 
Memphis, the isolation of all cases of fever, 
and the disinfection of every dwelling in 
the city. 


THE TEMPLE OF HONOR. 


H a r tfo r d , Conn., Aug. 14—The su ­ 
preme council ot the Temple of Honor ot 
the world, met here on Wednesday for its 
thirty-third annual convention. Tne coun­ 
cil will last several days. About sixty del­ 
egates are present, coining from all parts 
ot the country. Daring the year jast passed 
G,4U persons were initiated, and the order 
now numbers 18,080.

A C om p arison o f W a g e s an d P r ic e s 
a t T h r e e D iffe r e n t P e r io d * . 
A practical and satisfactory way of show* 
log the improved condition ol laboring 
men is by a comparison of wages and 
prices at different periods ot time in the 
United States. The Boston Traveller fur- 
nlsues 901110 statistics ot this character that 
deserve much consideration. 
Three peri­ 
ods ars selected: 1800, when prices were 
low, 1872 when the war prices were still 
at their height, and 1878, wnen we had 
again touched bottom and found prices 
correspondingly lowered. 
Ten of the most 
important trades are compared, together 
with the price of ten principal items of 
expenditure of each period. 
la this way 
the relations between wages and prices 
are ascertained. 
Beginning with the I860, 
we find that the average farm laborer was 
receiving (with board) $3.40 per week, the 
teamster $5.40, the carpenter $9 92. the 
stone mason $1145, the cotton weaver $7.45, 
the wheelwright $10.64, the mechanic op­ 
erator (female) $5 33. the mule spinner 
$6.3*3, the machined $9.64, the compositor 
$14 83. So much tor the wages. Now lor 
the price of food in 1860: Good flour was 
selling at 
$7.14 
per barrel, 
rice 
at 
cents 
per 
pound, 
tea at 54% 
cents, sugar at 8)£ cents, beef al l l cents, 
butter at 21% cent*, potatoes at 59 cents 
per bushel, coal at $6 40 per too, wood at 
$6.49 per cord, while the rent of a six 
room tenement, such as is needed by the 
average Dimly in tolerable circumstances, 
was $7.54 per month. 
Passing to the con­ 
dition of labor and the food markets in 
1872, we notice considerable fluctuation. 
The farm laborer, formerly content with 
$3.40 per week, now received $5.77^, an 
increase of 70 per cent over 1860: the team­ 
ster received $10.67, and incratse of 97 
per cent; the carpenter $14.63, an increase 
of 47 per cent; the mason $21.33, an in­ 
crease of 75 per cent; the cotton weaver 
$10.67, and increase of 38 per 
cent; the 
wheelwright $17.77, an increase of 95 per 
cent; the mule spinner $10.70, an increase 
of 49 per cent; the machinist $14.40, an 
increase of 4J per cent; and the composi­ 
tor 25 88, an increase ot 73 per cent. Tak­ 
ing tho average, we Aud 
that wages in 
these ten trades had risen 63 per cern. 
Did prices rise in like proportion? Flour 
was selling in 1872 for $12 75 per barrel, 
an advance of 78 per cent on the price of 
the same grade twelve years before; rice 
brought ll** cents per pound, an advance 
ut 50 per cent; tea, 69 cents, an advance of 
26 per cent; sugar, 10J^ cents an advance 
of 20 per cent; beet, 19 cents, an advance 
of 72 per cent; butter, 39J4 cents, an in­ 
crease of 80 percent; potatoes, $1.02 an ad­ 
vance of 72 per cent; coal $9 15 per ton, 
an 
advance 
of 
41 
per 
cent; 


at $6.74 per cord, a rise of 4 per cent 
while the rent of a six room tenement was 
$9.45, a rise of 25 per cent. That ie, living 
prices had advanced, go in pared with 1860, 
17 per cent, while wages had advanced 23 
per cent,—leaving in favor of the working 
man a balance of 7 per cent. 
These figures were taken from the reports 
of the Bureau ot Statistics of Labor and 
tromYouog’s work, in which no loose 
estimation is allowed to enter. The con­ 
clusion to which the statistics bring as is 
that the laboring man is in reality better 
off to-day than he was in 1860, The in­ 
crease in hi9 wages is larger than the in­ 
crease of the price ot the articles which he 
is obliged to buy. An examination of the 
Mass. Bureau of Statistics of Labor, in its 
last report, presents returns from 63,515 
employes, or ono-fifth ot the 
whole 
number in the State, and the fact is de 
ducal that the average weekly wages, on 
a gold basis, was 24 4-10 per cent higher 
in 1878 than It was in 1360, At the same 
time returns were collected showing the 
rise or fall in the various items of house­ 
hold expenditure and it was found thatthe 
average price was 14% Per cent higher in 
1878 than in 1860. Approach the problem 
fiom which ever side yon please, you will 
find a balance in favor of the laboring 
man. 
In England a like advance has been 
made: 
From 1849 to 1859 prices fell G% 
per cent, while the wages of the cotton- 
sDinuer alone rose 25 per cent. From 1859 
to 1875 prices rose 6 per cent, and wages 
agaiu rose 25 per cent. The case of coi- 
ton-spinoers was, however, exceptional. 
From 1866 to 1878 the wages ot male la­ 
borers advanced 0% per cent; of lemale 
laborers, IS per cenr. 
During the same 
period the consumption per head ot the 
following articles of food, yiz. bacon, 
wheat and wheat flour, sugar, and tea, in­ 
creased 112}£ per cent, while the average 
yearly earn lugs of the 24,000,000 laborers 
in the United Kingdom were £88,—an am* 
pie allowance for comfortable living.

absence of pain in death from lightning. It 
is popularly supposed that an impression 
made by the nerves, a blow or puncture is 
felt at the precise instant it is inflicted, but 
such is not the fact.

Ii we 
take what we may call the cost price ot 
the human unit at any definite time, say 
at £500 on arriving at maturity, the pro­ 
ducing power of the unit in question will 
bear some relation to that sum; the more 
costly and careful education producing, as 
a rule the more valuable result as to pro 
ductive power. If the laborer who earns 
14s. or 15s. a week adds Tot) per annum to 
the wealth of the country, the physician, 
the scientific, military or naval officer, the 
barrister, or the engineer ma>*look tor ward 
to tut* time when his labor will be worth 
more than a hundred times that amount, 
even it appraised only by the price he a c ­ 
tually paid tot his time. Taking any pro­ 
ducing individual! Whether valued at £50 
or £5,600 per annum, at any period of his 
career, no income tax to which he can be 
subjected can approach in its pressure the 
extravagant tax of death, for the payment 
of that tax at once annihilates the total 
earning power of whicn there was, until 
that moment, a lair mathematical expecta­ 
tion.—F. Ii.
